DUBLIN, Nov. 4—Damages esti- 
mated at $5,000,000 were’ caused by 
black and tan reprisals in the towns 
of ‘Tralee and Granard, County Long: 
ford, Sunday and last night. 

Arriving in Granard in a dozen mo- 
tor trucks, the police shot into the 
houses as they drove through the 
streets. Then they fired homes and 
shops, the inhabitants being forced to 
flee in their night attire, after which 
the raiders drove off, playing on stolen 
concertinas and singing “That’s the 
stuff to give ‘em Tralee again.” This 
raid is said to be a reprisal for the 
shooting of Inspector Kellegher last 
Sunday. 

Tralee Again Raided. 

The police descended on Tralee for 
the second time at midnight last night 
armed with hatchets, rifies, bombs, 
and gasoline and began their work of 
devastation. The military force that 
had been placed in the town to’ prevent 
recurrence of Sunday’s visit withdrew, 
and it is reported that they made no 
effort to stop the depredations. 

A telegram from ymote, County 
Sligo, says the tow was almost to- 
tally wrecked last night by crown 


of black and tans that destroyed Bal- 
briggagn. They came to Ballymote from 
‘Gormanstown camp, nearly fifty miles 
distant. 


Terms Inquiry Nonsense. 

Replying to the suggestion made by 
Freeman’s Journal for an independent 
commission to investigate British ter- 
rorism in Ireland, George Bernard 
Shaw telegraphed today: 

“An inquiry is all nonsense, the 
facts being perfectly well known here. 
The militarists have frightened the 
government, which cannot cofttro! its 
forees and dares not withdraw them. 

“We should cease futile guerrilla 
warfare and provocative retaliations 
and appeal to the league of nations and 
public opinion on the ground that the 
prime minister’s avowed reasons for 
the subjugation of Ireland apply equal- 
ly well for the subjugation of France 
and, finally, the entire globe.” 

, DUBLIN, Nov. 4—{By the Associ- 
ated Press.J]—A raiding party of uni- 
formed men and nine lorries met with 
disastrous defeat in an attack early 
this morning on the village of Ballina- 
ree, near Granard. After the sacking 
of Granard last night the residents of 
Ballinaree gathered in defense of their 
homes.

A GREAT REFORM IN-MCTION. 


| If we are to have relief from taxation, we must 
have economies in government expenditure. If 
we are to have economies in government expendi- 
ture, we must have reform in the administration 
of government, in the methods of carrying on 
government, in the organization of governmen: 
offices and functions. 
This reform goes by the name‘of budget reform, 
and citizens whose prosperity is directly concerned 
‘in its accomplishment, from the ‘small income tax 
payer to the master of millions, go to sleep when 
it is mentioned. 

Yet budget reform, or, as Gen. Dawes betters 
calls it, reduction in publid expenditure through 
‘reform in the business organization of government, 
ought/to be the ‘first coficern df the new adminis- 
tration. “It cannot be accomplished by “ passing 
law.” Appropriate legislation thust be put into 
effective operation by the executive branch of the 
government, and ,the responsibility for realizing 
the reform rests necessarily upon the chief ex- 
ecutive. 

The responsibility rests upon the president, but 
not alone upon him. If he is to carry out the 
reform he must be supported against the great 
pressure which will be exerted upon him by those 
who have some iinmediate interest, in the present 
condition of affairs, the politicians who want con- 
, Stituents kept in jobs, the officials who want to 
‘retain undiminished the powers vested in existing 
| Offices, etc. The president must be. defended from 
| these, and he can be only by an organized public 
opinion. This must be primarily the opinion of 
business men who know that efficient organization 
is essential to economy in business, whether pri- 
vate or public. 

The Agate club has already taken a step by 
appealing to the president elect to select his cab- 
inet with reference, among other necessary con‘ 
. siderations, of course, to the establishment of 
budget reform and a businesslike reorganization of 
government offices. The Association of Commerce, 
through its executive committee, has under con- 
sideration similar action. It is to be hoped every 
business organization, and this includes the great 
farmers’ associations, will take up the movement. 
If they do, Mr. Harding’s hands will be upheld 
and a reform meaning millions savéd to the 
American people can be achieved.

Cuts Cover All Lines of 
Winter Apparel. 


Two big Chicago mail order houses 
yesterday announced reducticns in the 
price of winter apparel of from 10 to 25 
per cent from prices listed in their 
catalogues issued in July. 

One house lists cuts of 25 per cent 
in men’s shirts of all materials and in 
women’s silk hosiery. A 20 per cent 

‘yeduction is announced in women’s 
waists, dresses, blankets,” comforters, 
woolen yarns, ribbons, men’s work 

trousers and overalls. 

A 15 per cent reduction is made in 
colored cotton goods, flannels, and 
some lines of hosiery. Ten per cent is 
taken off domestic and white goods, 
towels and crashes, men-and women’s 
underwear, men's mackinaws, sheep 
and blanket lined clothing, and fur 
coats. Harness and saddles also have 
been marked down 10 per cent. 


Women’s Coats Reduced. 


Another house includes in its reduc- 
tions women's plush coats as follows: 
Silk seal plush listed at $39.95 cut to 
$25, at $35 to $19.95, and at $54.50 to 
$35. 

- Women’s wool velour coats listed at 
$32.50 are cut to $22.95, at $27.50 to 
$16.98, at $27.95 to $19:95. 

Men’s custom made all wool suits 
dlisted at $47.50 to $52.50 are cut to 
$39.50; those listed at $33.45 to $39.75 
mre cut to $28.45. Men's heavy cotton 
union suits, fleece lined, listed at $2.48 
are reduced to $1.98. Two piece cotton 
suits are reduced from $1.48 to 98 
eents a garment. Similar reductions 
are made in women's and children’s 
underwear. The discount on wool un- 
derwear figures close to 15 per cent. 


Reductions General. 


The reductions. announced by the 
mail order concerns have been refiect- 
ed in a measure in retail price reduc 
tions in similar Zines throughout the 
“country. Jobbers*have been compelled 
' to reduce their outstanding credits, the 
banks have been limiting loans, and 
they have found the reduction of mer- 
chandise stocks .on hand the one way 
to obtain money. Importations of for- 
eign made clothing also has been a 
factor, according to well informed au- 
thorities. 

South Water street commission men 
added a bit of cheer regarding Thanks- 
- giving day turkey prices. While there 
ere not many in the market and the 
season has been unfavorable, it was 
predicted, with reservations, however, 
‘that 50 cents a pound would buy a 
choice bird.’ The wholesale price re- 
ecntly has been around 85 cents. 


GEORGIA-FLORIDA 
SAWMILLS CUT 
WAGES OF MEN 


Tampa, Fla., Nov. 4-—<At a meeting 
today of the Georgia-Florida Sawmill 
association, comprising the biggest 
operatives in the two states, it was de- 

- cided that beginning Nov. 8 the wages 
for common labor in the mills would 
be cut to $2.50 a day and that other 
classes of workers would be cut pro- 
portionately. 

This represents a reduction of ap- 
proximatey 25 per cent. 

The operators gave out a statement 
saying the lumber market had fallen 
off to such an. extent that it was a 


case either of cutting wages or shut- 


ting down. 


Woolen Mills Reduce Work. 

Lawrence, Mass., Nov. 4.—The four 
.mills of the American Woolen com- 
pany in this city closed tonight for the 
rest of the week, and next Monday 
will go on a four day a week schedule.

MEN WANT 
DRESS 
WOOL, NOT RAGS 


Seek Law to Stop Wide 
Use of “Shoddy.” 


War on textile manufacturers who, 


they charge, are keeping the price of 
wool so low that the wool raising in- 
dustry of the United States faces ruin, 
was planned yesterday by the wool 
committee of the American Federation 
of Farm Bureaus, representing practi- 
cally every large woo] raiser in the 
United States.’ 
At a meeting in the Great Northern 
hotel the wool men considered a pro- 
posal from C. A. Burton, manager of 
the American committee for Vienna re- 
lief, to market a large percentage of 
the American clip in Austria as soon 
as necessary financial arrangements 
_ can be made. Austria, it was pointed 
out, has extensive facilities for textile 

- manufactures, and prefers to purchase 
wool from America rather than from 
the new republics which surround it. 


Fight Against Shoddy. 

What interested the wool men, how- 
ever, was this: 

A number of articles of Austrian 
manufacture—particularly hats—made 
since the close of the war, have found 
their way into the American market 
and are underselling the American 
products. Textiles, made from Amert- 
can wool, the wool raisers figure, will 
do the same—and force United States 
textile manufactures to cease using 
shoddy, g6 into the American wool 
market and bid up the price. 

George M. Wilber of Marysville, O., 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the Ohio Wool Growers’ associa- 
tion, said the wool growers. would ask 
the new congress for a protective tar- 
iff, which would put Australian wool in 
the American market on an equal foot- 
ing with the United States product; an 
embargo on woolen rags and a “ pure 
textile” law, Which would compel 
manufacturers to label all cloth so as 
to show the percentage of shoddy.

Young fruit trees, such as apple, 
pear, and peach trees, should be pro- 
tected from mice during the winter. 
The mouse is one of the most destruc- 
tive cold weather pests and is ‘igually 
ignored because little attention is giv- 


and the fouage drops. It is after thi» 
that field mice Wo their destructive 
work, peeling fruit trees and small 
tender chade trees. 

Brush piles left from pruning, graes, 
weeds, and other rubbish shcu'd be re- 
moved. The mice use them for win 
ter quarters. 

F. L. Washburn of Minnesota Cdl 
lege of Agriculture suggests poisoned, 
grain to kill field mice. Most orchard-. 
ists use crushed corn, oats, or wheat 
in making the bait.

Pennsyloania Apple Butter. 


Apple butter ts not a highly reward- 
ing use.of apples, but here is perhaps 
the most specific of all the recipes that 
have been recently printed for making 
it. It has beén printed with eight not 
highly necessary pictures fllustrating 
the process of making the butter, 
worked out by a Massachusetts pro- 
fessor. His directions are: 

“Weigh out the apples. Twelve 
| pounds make one peck, and this pe 
| calls for one peck. Wash and cut into 
quarters or smaller pieces. Put one 
gallon of sweet cider into the cooking 
kettle. Add the cut apples to the an be 
cider, and cook, until the pulp can 


forced through a fine colander; a fruit

80 on, and boil down the rest, skimming 
as necéssary. 
Bell down another gallon of cider to 
about one quart, and add this to the 
butter while it is cooking. As the but- 
ter thickens it should be stirred con- 
stantly with a wooden paddle. 
Weigh out two pounds of sugar, and 
add to the thickening butter about 
fifteen miuutes before the finish. When 
the butter piles up on a spoon, add 
three teaspoons of cinamon and two 


teaspoons of cloves, mixed in @ cup 
with enough water to make a thin 
paste. Put up the finished butter in 
jars. This recipe will make three or 
four quarts of apple butter.’ °
